On motion of E. Pierson Beebe, it was voted that the high- 
way surveyor be directed to put the hill on Gifford road in 
thorough repair in the early part of the season, and keep it in 
good condition. 

Voted, that the sum of $200 be allowed for the use of the 
advisory committee, the same to be taken from the contingent 
fund. 

Article 12. To hear the reports and recommendations of 
committees and act thereon. 

On motion of T. P. S. Phinney, it was voted to accept the re- 
ports of the various boards and committees as printed in the 
town report. 

The following motion offered by Mr. Crowell was adopted: 
That the advisory committee are requested to hold one or more 
public hearings on questions of additional school accommodations 
and matters relating to schools, and to report their doings as a 
committee at the next annual meeting. 

Under article 12, John P. Silvia, Jr., gave a clear and concise 
report of the doings of the Eel Pond Bridge committee, explain- 
ing fully the causes that delayed the building of the drawbridge. 
On motion of Mr. Sylvia, it was voted that the matter of making 
regulations for operating the drawbridge; the procuring of a 
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draw-tender, and all other matters relating to the Woods Hole 
drawbridge, be left in the hands of the selectmen. 

Article 13. To see if the town will readjust the salaries of 
its town treasurer and assessors so as to conform more reason- 
ably to the ever increasing amount of work required of them. 

On motion of George C. Clark, it was voted that the salary 
of the town treasurer be increased $200 on account of extra work, 
making his salary $700 per year, the amount to be allowed from 
January 1, 1915. 

Voted, that the salary of the assessors be fixed at $600 each. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to regulate the 
salaries of the Overseers of the Poor. 

Voted, on motion of Dr. T. L. Swift, that the overseers of the 
poor each receive a salary of $200 per year, and that the over- 
seers be allowed a reasonable compensation for traveling ex-. 
penses. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to increase the 
salary of the Selectmen and Assessors. : 

Voted, that the salary of the Selectmen be $400 per year. 

Article 16. To see what action the town will take upon the 
recommendation of the Water Commissioners in regard to re-. 
eompensing the Town Treasurer for the extra work of collecting 
water bills during the past year and making provisions for pay- 
ing for said work in the future. 

Voted, that the sum of $200 be paid the town treasurer for 
extra work last year. 

Mr. Holton explained the new method of collecting the water 
bills, stating that it was a division of work that added to the 
labor of both parties. 

Article 17. To see what action the town will adopt respect- 
ing the collection of taxes and to fix the compensation for the 
services of the collector, or act thereon. 

Voted, that the town adopt a similar method as last year, 
viz: the compensation of the collector to be one per cent. on 
collections; the total amount of the April levy to be paid to the 
town treasurer on or before December 31st of the current year; 
that six per cent. interest be charged on all taxes after October 
1st, and the amount of the December levy to be paid to the 
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treasurer on such date as the board of assessors shall determine. 


Article 18. To see what action the town will take relating 
to furnishing offices for town officers and raise and appropriate 
a sum of money by authorizing the town to issue its negotiable 
bonds, notes, or seript, for a sufficient sum to carry out any plans 
or purposes that it may deem to be most expedient. 

J. P. Sylvia, Jr., offered the following substitute motion 
which was adopted by more than a two-thirds vote, 118 in the 
affirmative, 22 in the negative. 

Voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000 to be used for the purpose of remodelling the town hall 
so as to provide adequate town offices, substantially in accord- 
ance with the plans proposed; that of this amount the sum of 
$2,500 shall be taken from the tax levy of the current year and 
the balance of $7,500 be borrowed on negotiable notes or bonds 
of the town, payable $2,500 yearly ; said notes to bear interest not 
to exceed 5 per cent. per annum; that the legislature be petitioned 
to confirm and ratify this action and these notes. 


Article 19. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in relocating and bounding the Beach Road (so-called). 

Voted, that the doings of the Selectmen be accepted. 

Article 20. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to widen, straighten and make the county road 
from the house of Wallace Hatch to the railroad station at North 
Falmouth more safe for the public travel. 

Voted, that the sum of $1,550 be appropriated for the pur- 
pose named in the above article. 


THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 18.

Voted, that the sum of $500 be apropriated for the purpose 
of rebuilding the wall, the money to be expended under the 
direction of the highway surveyor. 

Article 23. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of fifteen hundred dollars for the purpose of stoning or 
macadamizing Buzzards Bay avenue, Woods Hole. 

On motion of Ellis M. Lewis, it was voted to apropriate the 
sum. of $1,500 for the purpose of stoning or macadamizing Buz- 
zards Bay avenue. 

Article 24. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in relocating, widening and staightening Nobska road 
in Woods Hole, and raise and appropriate a sum of money there- 
for. Also petition the Highway Commission to open said road to 
motor vehicles. 

Voted to accept the doings of the selectmen in relocating, 
widening and straightening Nobska road. 

Voted, that the sum of $1,500 be appropriated therefor. 

Voted, that the selectmen be instructed to petition the High- 
way Commission to open said road to motor vehicles. 

Article 25. To see if the town will accept Gunning Point 
avenue at Sippewissett as a town highway. 

Voted, that the matter of accepting Gunning Point avenue 
be postponed until next year. Highway Surveyor Ellis was in 
favor of accepting the avenue after it had been put into proper 
condition. 

Article 26. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in laying out the extension of Pequossett avenue, in 
Megansett, and raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor.

Article 27.” To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in relocating Gifford road (so-called) in West Fal- 
mouth.

Article 28. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of three thousand dollars to grade and macadamize Mill 
street (so-called) from point already completed to Surf Drive 
(so-called). 

Voted to adopt the recommendations of the advisory com- 
mittee and appropriate the sum of $700 for the purpose of stoning 
Mill road from the point already completed to the residence of 
George B. White. 

Article 29. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to reimburse Mr. George W. Anderson for cost of 
hydrant put in at his expense to the amount of $43.62, and make 
an appropriation therefor. 

Voted to reimburse George W. Anderson, the sum of $43.62 
to be taken from the funds belonging to the water department. 

Article 30. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to lay approximately 650 feet of four inch pipe 
on Harrisburg avenue, Belvidere Plains, and make an appro- 
priation therefor. 

Voted, that the water commissioners be authorized to lay 
650 feet of four-inch pipe on Harrisburg avenue, and that $500 
be appropriated for the purpose, the same to be taken from 
funds belonging to the water department. 

Article 31. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to lay a six-inch main on Grand avenue, Falmouth 
Heights, from a point near Swift’s garage to the intersection of 
Grand and Worcester avenues, a distance of approximately 1,900 
feet and make an appropriation therefor. 

Voted, that the water commissioners be authorized to lay a 
six-inch pipe on Grand avenue a distance of approximately 1,900 
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feet. $1,500 was apropriated for the purpose, the same to be 
taken from funds belonging to the water department. 

Article 32. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to purchase the good will and pipe lines of the 
North Falmouth Water Supply Association, and to lay the neces- 
sary mains to perfect the system, approximately 800 feet, and 
make an appropriation therefor. 

On motion of Dr. A. L. Pattee, the town voted to authorize 
the water commissioners to purchase the good will and pipe lines 
of the North Falmouth Water Supply Association, and to lay the 
necessary mains to perfect the system. The sum of $3,933.33 
was appropriated from funds belonging to the water department. 
Voted to appropriate the sum of $600 from the same source to 
extend the pipe line a distance of approximately 800 feet. 

Article 33. To see if the town will vote to install a hydrant 
for the better fire protection in the village of Quissett, the loca- 
tion to be left with the Board of Water Commissioners. 

Voted, that the water commissioners be instructed to locate 
and install a hydrant in the village of Quissett; that $50 be appro- 
priated for the purpose from funds belonging to the water com- 
missioners. 

Article 34. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the proper observance of Memorial day, the 
same to be expended under the direction of the Woman’s Relief 
Corps. 

It was voted that the sum of $200 appropriated under the 
general appropriations for the observance of Memorial day should 
be expended under the direction of the Woman’s Relief Corps. 

Article 35. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500 for the purpose of putting the Woods Hole park in 
such condition that it may be used for such purposes as it was 
intended. The expenditure to be made under the direction of 
the Park Commissioners. 

Voted, on motion of Ernest W. Rohmeling, to appropriate 
$500 for improving the Woods Hole park, the same to be expended 
ander the direction of the park commissioners. 

Article 36. To see if the town will vote to pay a bounty on 
nuskrats killed within the limits of the town in the following 
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manner: each rat to be brought to some member of the Selectmen 
by or before whom the tail of the animal shall be severed from its 
body and the owner of said rat to be paid the sum of twenty-five 
cents therefor; the money to be taken from the contingent fund. 

Voted, to pay a bounty of 25 cents on muskrats under the 
conditions named in article 36. 

Article 37. To see if the town will relinquish whatever 
interest it now has or may hereafter have under the last will and 
testament of Lucy C. Fish late of Falmouth, deceased. 

This article was indefinitely postponed. 

Article 38. The undersigned respectfully petition that an 
appropriation of $200.00 be raised and expended by the town of 
Falmouth, for the purpose of dredging a channel through the 
quahaug flats in Waquoit bay, the object being to drain the water 
from the bay more thoroughly than at present. This will im- 
prove the sanitary condition around the bay, diminish the number 
of mosquitoes and provide a better channel for the boats to enter 
the bay. Also preserve the yearling of the scale and shell fish 
in the months of July and August. 

Voted, that the sum of $200 be appropriated for the purpose 
of dredging a channel into Waquoit bay, improving the sanitary 
conditions, diminishing the mosquitoes and making a better chan- 
nel; the money to be paid over to the state if the board of harbor 
and land commissioners make an appropriation for this channel; 
that otherwise the sum be expended under the direction of the 
selectmen. 

Voted, that the selectmen and harbor master be instructed 
to attend the legislative hearings relative to Waquoit bay. 

Article 39. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of two thousand dollars for dredging Deacon’s 
Pond harbor providing the State will expend eight thousand 
dollars for the same. 

Voted, that the sum of 42, 000 be appropriated for dredging 
Deacon’s pond harbor; the amount to be paid into the state 
treasury after the board of harbor and land commissioners had 
made an appropriation of $8,000 for the same purpose. 

There was no opposition to the article. 

Article 40. To see if the town will vote to maintain a 
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kindergarten in the village of Falmouth, or in any other village 
in town. - : 

Indefinitely postponed. 

Article 41. To see if the town will vote to provide a suitable 
room or building for the Falmouth kindergarten and raise and 
appropriate a sum of money therefor. 

Indefinitely postponed. 

Article 42. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,000 to excavate under the West Falmouth school house 
and install therein a system of sanitary plumbing. 

Voted, that the town raise and appropriate $1,000 to carry 
out the intent of the article, the work to be done under the 
direction of the school committee. 

Article 43. To see if the town will vote to enlarge the 
grounds at the Hast Falmouth school, as per option and appro- 
priate $150 therefor. 

Voted, that $150 be appropriated for the purpose. 

Article 44. To see if the town will vote to rebuild the 
‘County road, from the town pump in North Falmouth, to junction 
‘of Hope Spring avenue, (so-called), Megansett, and raise and 
‘make all necessary appropriations therefor. 

Voted, that the sum of $1,500 be appropriated for the pur- 
‘pose named in the article. 

Article 45. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to instruct the Buzzards Bay Electric Company to 
extend its lines through Wild Harbor avenue to Wild Harbor, 
and Silver Beach, and install such lights as may be necessary and 
expedient and make all necessary appropriations therefor. 

Voted, that the matter be left with the selectmen. ' 

Article 46. To see if the town will vote to build a wharf at 
the end of the County road at Megansett and make all necessary 
appropriations therefor, or take any other action concerning 
this matter. 

Voted, that the sum of $1,800 be appropriated for building 
the wharf. 46 in the affirmative, 30 in the negative. 

Voted, that the work be done under the direction of the 
selectmen. 

Article 47. To see if the town will refund the amount of 
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taxes paid on lot 19; Central Park avenue, Falmouth Heights, 
from 1896 to 1910, by CO. L. Hopson, as said ©. L. Hopson has 
been improperly taxed therefor, never having owned this piece 
of land. At the same time the taxes were paid by the owner. 

Indefinitely postponed. 

Article 48. To see what action the town will take, if any, 
with regard to the planting of shade trees, and to appropriate at 
least $150 for this purpose in order that the town might enter 
the Shade Tree Planting contest conducted by the Mass. Forestry 
Association. 

Voted, that the sum of $150 be appropriated for the purpose 
of carrying out the meaning and intent ‘of the article, the money 
to be expended under the direction of the tree warden. 

Article 49. To see what action the town will take in refer- 
ence to providing homes for widows left with minor children as 
called for by Chapter 763, Acts of 1918. 

Voted, that the matter be left with the overseers of the poor 
to act according to their best judgment. 

Article 50. To see if the town will vote to build a hose 
house in North Falmouth, the funds to be taken from the appro- 
priation for the fire department and a lot to be given for the 
purpose. 

Voted, that a hosehouse be built in North Falmouth on a lot 
to be donated for the purpose, the funds to be taken from the 
appropriation for the fire department. Voted, that the work 
be done under the direction of the Board of Engineers. 

The meeting passed a vote of thanks to Benjamin Hatch for 
the gift of a lot for the hosehouse. 

Article 51. To see if the town will vote to drain Grand 
avenue in front of the land opposite Robert T. Grew’s and raise » 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars for the same. 

Voted, that the sum of $100 be appropriated for the purpose. 

Article 52. To see what action the town will take toward 
rebuilding—utilizing such existing material as may be practica- 
ble—the board walk on the south side of Grand avenue, Falmouth 
Heights, now in dangerous condition for public use, and make 
an appropriation therefor. The work to be done under the 
direction of the Highway Surveyor and Park Commissioners and 
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completed not later than June 15th, 1915. 


On motion of R. L. Spencer, it was voted that the sum of 
$500 be appropriated for the purpose of rebuilding and relaying 
with lengthwise stringers and cross planking the board walk on 
the south side of Grand avenue, Falmouth Heights, said work 
to be done under the direction of the park commissioners, and 
completed prior to June 15, 1915. 

Article 58. To see if the town will assume and pay and 
make an appropriation therefor, not to exceed the sum of $1,000, 
one-fourth of the cost of connecting with cement sea walls of such 
dimensions as may be recommended by the State Engineer, the 
existing sea walls on the Bluff shore line of Vineyard Sound west 
of the casino, Falmouth Heights, a distance of aproximately 600 
feet, provided the Land and Harbor Commissioners of the State 
of Massachusetts will cause said wall to be constructed during the 
season of 1915. 


Voted, that the sum of $1,000 be appropriated, payable to the 
state of Massachusetts, toward completing the approximately 600 
feet of seawall necessary of ‘‘The Bluff,’’ Falmouth Heights, west 
of the Casino; provided the harbor and land commissioners of 
the state will construct said wall of such dimensions as may be 
recommended by their engineer during the season of 1915. 

Article 54. To see what action the town will take towards 
establishing a street line for building purposes. 

It was voted that this matter be referred to the next annual 
town meeting. 


During the day the following informal votes were passed: 


Voted, that the selectmen, together with counsel and such 
other citizens as they may invite, be requested to attend the hear- 
ings of the legislative committee on the subject of taxation and 
to look after the interests of the town of Falmouth. 

Voted, that hereafter the selectmen be requested to have 
articles calling for appropriations grouped together in the war- 
rant, and that those articles referred from the previous town 
meeting take an early place in the list. 

After voting the thanks of the meeting and $20 to the 
moderator for his services and the usual compensation for the 
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floor tellers, the meeting dissolved at 2 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


The Water Commissioners respectfully submit the following 
report of their doings for the year ending Dee. 31, 1915. 

The Board was organized by the choice of Asa L. Pattee, 
Chairman, Charles E. Hall, Secretary, and Seba A. Holton, 
Treasurer. 

The plant is in good condition and has been able to supply 
an abundance of water at all times, during the entire year. The 
old pumps have been fitted with new steam ends at an expense 
of $700 as per contract mentioned in our last report. The Con- 
denser has been placed in the basement and the feed pump in the 
boiler room. These with other improvements, mentioned in the 
Engineer’s report, have added greatly to the efficiency of the 
station. The grounds surrounding the station have been beauti- 
fied by setting out shrubs and flowering plants. We have in 
contemplation the purchase of a ten ton scale for the purpose 
of weighing coal and other supplies purchased by the Commis- 
sloners. 

Since November 1 the station has been in charge of Charles 
B. Gardner, formerly an engineer in the Fall River Pumping 
station, a man of large experience. His work has been entirely 
satisfactory. 

The West Falmouth stand pipe has been painted. The 
extensions ordered at the last anual meeting have been completed. 
A detailed account of them will be found on another page. 

The minor extensions have been few in number and small, 
consisting of two at Falmouth Heights and one at Woods Hole. 

Pursuant to a vote of the town we have purchased the plant 
of the North Falmouth Water Supply Association and made the 
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necessary repairs and changes in the pipe lines at a total cost 
of $4,260.89. The income received $1,055.00, amply justifies the 
purchase. 

During the year 122 new services have been installed, of 
which 67 are in Megansett. During the summer we were asked 
to install a new hydrant on Buzzards Bay avenue, at Woods Hole. 
On investigation we found that a number of houses had been 
erected since the pipe lines were laid, and that a large amount 
of property in that vicinity was without adequate fire protection. 
As we had no appropriation for that purpose the hydrant was 
installed at the expense of Dr. Knower and ethers with the 
understanding that we would recommend that the town reim- 
burse them for the same, and we make that recommendation. 
The entire expense was $45.75. 

The surplus funds which were received from sale of bonds 
for various extensions and which have been held as an extension 
fund have been exhausted; in view of this fact and the enormous 
increase in the cost of iron and other materials, we recommend 
no large extensions this year. 

During the year we have paid $9,500.00 to redeem maturing 
bonds and the same amount will be required this year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that Dr. Knower and others be reimbursed 
for cost of hydrant, amounting to $45.75. 

We recommend that the Water Commissioners be authorized 
to purchase a ten ton scale, to be located on the grounds of the 
pumping station.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen :—In accordance with the vote of the town, the 
following report of the work done and the expenses incurred for 
the year ending December 31, 1915, by this department and 
‘appropriations under my Chnres and supervision, is herewith 
presented. 


Light Oils. 


In regard to light oils, I have bought most of the light oils 
by the tank car, finding that I could get it one and a half cents 
-cheaper per gallon. 

All light oils have been charged to dustlaying appropriation 
‘and were used in various parts of the town, wherever the high- 
‘way surveyor considered necessary. 


Village Highways. 


The stone that has been crushed this year at the crusher has 
been charged to the village highway section, also all stone that 
has been purchased for general repairs throughout the township. 

I used about seven hundred tons of stone on the East Fal- 
mouth stone road to make the road widen out to 22 feet, instead 
of the original idea of 18 feet, which also cost about $2,000 more 
than the original appropriation. The appropriations for thig 
particular work is excluded but the general appropriation is 
less, $164.22, as can be seen in the recapitulation account. 


Curbings. 


All curbings that have been built of conerete I have allowed 
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thirty cents per foot, as far as the appropriation goes. Some 
persons want 80 cents per foot curbing and others are satisfied 
with the 60 cents per foot grade. The 60 cents per foot curbing 
is very satisfactory to me and is very good curbing. I have 
allowed one- “half expense on resetting and trimming old curbings. 


Oil Road at Waquoit. 


I gave this road a coat of seventeen barrels of Indian oil 
sent to the town by the Commonwealth and think the results were 
very poor and pronounce it as very poor oil for blanketing coat- 
ing purposes. I had on hand Tarvia b which I used also. but 
which proved very unsatisfactory to me. The cost of this work 
came from my general repairs appropriation. 


Crusher Repairs. 


I have built new bins on the crusher and have put this in a 
safe condition where before it was dangerous. Also built land- 
ing and loading platforms to take care of the storage of, oil; tar 
and ete. : 


Grand Avenue: 


One hundred dollars was appropriated for the purpose of 
building catch basins and draining Grand ayenue.. The appro- © 
priation was not adequate to install a system of drainage such 
as is needed, so the money has not been spent. ;

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Report of the Selectmen 


The Selectmen herewith present their annual report for the 
year of 1915. ek 

The Board has received from different sections of the Town 
petitions for the laying out of several new roads. We have at- 
tended to these petitions and have laid out roads; one at Silver 
Beach, North Falmouth, from the Nye’s Point road to and across 
the land of the Silver Beach Land Co., to or near the hotel. We 
have also made a change in the present road on our own petition. 
Also made slight change in road from the Nye’s Point road to 
Megansett to eliminate very dangerous curves. Also have laid 
out from Gifford street an avenue beginning near the house of 
Henrietta Lowden, westerly. We have also taken to straighten — 
and widen, Nobska road, a small portion of' land belonging to 
J. M. Glidden; Lakeview avenue has also been relocated and 
stone bounds set; also have had stone bounds set on North street, 
Woods Hole. 

The report of the various roads will be presented at the 
coming town meeting for the town’s acceptance. The Town 
Landing in the Hel Pond in Woods Hole kas been built, consist- 
ing of a very substantial wharf extending cut eighty feet with a 
boat landing on the north side. The Marine Biological Labora- 
tory held a conference with this Board and agreed to pay one-half 
of the entire expense which they have done.’ The work not being 
entirely completed, the payment in full due the town has not 
been made; we assure the town, however, that the entire cost will 
not exceed the sum of $850.00. Your attention to the report on 
Woods Hole wharf which will explain in detail, will be found in 
town report. The wharf at Megansett has been built at a slight 
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cost over the appropriation. After making several trials to get 
the work done within the appropriation and not getting an esti- 
mate, the Board felt justified in building the structure at a cost » 
which is shown on another page. We believe that the quality of 
stock and the mode of building will give lasting results for many 
years to come.. 


The work on Waquoit Channel which was left: in our hands, 
was delegated to the Harbor Master, who saw fit to try several 
ways to improve matters but no lasting results were obtained and 
he felt-that any further outlay of money would be wasted. The 
matter we now understand will be taken to the new Legislature 
for an apportionment of the state moneys to improve the channel 
or make a new entrance to the bay. 

The Bathing Casino has been better patronized this season ~ 
than ever before. We have added ten rooms at no cost to the 
town except for building material, the labor being done by the. 
superintendent. There has also been added a shower bath and 
diving raft. We know of no great outlay for 1916, except general 
repairs, the building now being fully equipped. Receipts and 
expenditures will be found on another page. 

The Hel Pond Channel Bridge has been completed and ac- 
cepted and has been in operation by a draw-tender since last 
April and has given the best of satisfaction. A fuller report as to 
details will be found under Eel Pond Channel. 

Our service given by the Buzzards Bay Electric Company has 
been satisfactory. The number of lights installed January 1, 
1915, was 573. There has been added 19 year-round lights which 
with 106 summer lights already installed, making a total of 698 
at the present time. 

The suits of Whalen and Sullivan are still pending, no 
action having been taken. Counsel not having been able as yet 
to get a dismissal. 

There hag been filed against the town suit by Joseph Abra- 
hams, for damage received by being run into by auto on road in 
Teaticket, while road was closed for repairs. The matter was 
placed in hands of competent counsel, but as yet, has not come 
to trial. 

“The remodeling of the Town Hall which was placed in our 
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hands, has been carried out at a slight expense over our esti- 
mates and the appropriation. It was found soon after work 
commenced, that the plastering was of such a mixture that it 
would: not stand having new work placed on it. We therefore 
thought it best to get a good and satisfactory job to have all 
old plastering removed. Another item not reckoned on was the 
matter of the vault. The Board had reckoned that during the 
drying out of the new vault, valuable papers could be placed in 
the vault of the bank and the balance placed in the lockup. 
After some correspondence with the Commissioners of Public 
Records it was found that in order to take out and store any of 
the contents of the vault outside of the bank, would necessitate 
the hiring of night and day watchman. Your Board felt that it 
would be better to let the old vault remain and buy some new 
brick to replace those that were expected to come from the old 
vault to go into the new. Another extra was the extension of 
the coal bin, giving room to store the season’s coal at one time. 
We have now got some light commodious offices, well heated and 
lighted and cool in summer, giving to each board occupying them 
abundant office room for years to come.. We find that the heat- 
ing plant is more than meeting anticipations in regard to heating 
and coal consumption. We believe on the whole that we have 
offices that compare very favorably with adjoining towns that 
have built new this year. 

The year 1915 being the year for perambulation of Town 
bounds, the Board has attended to that duty and have met the 
Selectmen of the various towns adjoining this, confirmed the 
bounds and renewed all marks. 

We have also made a canvas of the several roads within the 
town and have made a thorough examination of guide posts and 
boards and have replaced all rotten posts and defective boards 
so that no further outlay in this direction will be needed for some 
time.

VOTE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


Relative to Funds Deposited for the Care of Burial Grounds. 
Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 
urer under the provision of chapter 82, section 17 of the public 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual 
care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of in- 
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vestment consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen, and 
will allow interest for the same the first day of January or July 
succeeding such deposits. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited. with him, under section 1, with the date of - 
the deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which they 
are to be applied. 

Sec. 3. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal thereof, designated by the depositors to be expended, 
shall be paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which 
they are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to in 
section 1. If in any year the income of such sums of money shall 
not amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall make 
up the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall be re- 
sponsible for keeping the principal intact.

During the year aid has been furnished to 25 families and 
19 persons not considered as families. The total number of per- 
sons receiving benefit being 120. 

We are supporting five families who come under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 763, Acts of 1913. This being a law whereby 
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a mother who is left with dependent children, under fourteen 
years of age, may receive sufficient aid to enable her to keep 
her family together. Two of these families are aided in town 
and three are aided elsewhere. The provisions of this act adds 
a heavy extra expense to the poor department. 

During the past year, when an able-bodied man applied for 
aid for his family, we have put him to work on the poor farm, 
paying him therefor with supplies for himself and family. By 
the labor thus obtained we cleared up the farm and turned about 
one acre of the most productive land on the premises from a 
barren waste into a very profitable vegetable garden. 

This next year we propose doing like work on the west side 
of the farm. We have broken up about one-half acre of meadow 
land and have it in preparation for sowing with alfalfa the ecom- 
ing season. 

A shed for storing of farm tools, wagons, ete., has been 
built on the north side of the barn, the sheds adjacent to the 
house have been enlarged and new coal bins built for the accom- 
modation of the fuel supply. 

We are pleased to have been able to keep our expenditures 
less than our appropriation. We recommend the same appro- 
priation as last year, $6,500.00.

REPORT OF HARBOR MASTER FOR YEAR 1915. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I submit the following report: Have several 
times been to all our harbors and seen that our harbor regula- 
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tions have been observed; have removed obstructions from some 
of the harbors; have been to the Harbor and Land Commission 
on several occasions asking for financial help for improvements 
of our harbors. We got a good allotment for the Deacon’s Pond 
Harbor, and early in the spring there were two dredges there 
and a very nice job was done. This is very much appreciated 
by all boatmen. It caused considerable extra work there for the 
harbor master as all moorings had to be removed, and when the 
harbor was completed, they had to be re-located. Considerable 
fault is found by boatmen at this harbor of the soft coal dust and 
smoke from the Power station. 

On one occasion with the Selectmen and others I appeared 
before the Harbor and Land Commission asking that they do 
something to improve the channel at Waquoit. We succeeded 
in getting them to make a survey there, and from that report the 
vengineer tried to get the Board to make a small appropriation to 
put in a pile jetty so as to confine the tide to one course and so 
~deepen the channel, but as there had been such a drain on the allot- 
ment of Harbor and Land Commission, there was no money avail- 
able for this work. After an urgent request from some of the boat- 
men at Waquoit, I was instructed by the Board of Selectmen to 
do what I could there with the small appropriation made by the 
Town at the annual town meeting. After looking over the 
situation carefully, I saw the captain of the power boat Eben 
‘Thacher, who had just completed digging a 500-foot channel at 
‘Vineyard Haven. He thought he might do something at Waquoit. 
I contracted with him to try and see what he could do. He 
“went there and worked one day but owing to the shallowness 
«of the water, he could not get in. I paid him $15.00 for 
“the day. Then I hired Mr. J. P. Corderio, who is an expert on 
the use of dynamite, with the help of some laborers to dig, but 
owing to the very large area which we had to dig there, the 
channel was only somewhat improved so that some of the largest 
- boats could get out, but in my opinion this is only temparary. 
For this work I spent $71.81. This channel is a hard proposition, 
but it is very necessary to have a good channel and it should be 
done as this bay would make the largest harbor on Cape Cod, 
besides enhancing the value of the real estate around its borders. 
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I took up the question of lights with the lighthouse inspector. 
I took him to several of our harbors and showed him the need 
of lights. He gave me to understand a light would be placed 
at the entrance of Quissett Harbor. This matter had been 
brought to my notice by the Quissett Yacht Club, who 
asked me to do all I could for this. As no light was established 
there I made some inquiries and learned that the character of 
the light he contemplated placing there was made in a foreign 
country and it is difficult to get it at present. Am in hopes to 
get it for use next season. 

I took up the question of buoys at West Falmouth with the 
lighthouse inspector, and got permission to buoy that channel, 
and have had the inside channel which was dredged by the state 
a few years ago buoyed. 

The new Town Landing in the Hel Pond at Woods Hole is 
completed and is a very nice job. It is very much appreciated 
and quite extensively used by fishing boats and others especially 
in hard storms. 

IT have had the Town Landing in Great Harbor, Woods Hole, 
cleaned of stone and rubbish. We had some grading done and it 
looks very respectable. This is a very nice landing and is much 
used. The one in Little Harbor, Woods Hole, will be cleaned 
of rubbish as soon as the south boundary mark is replaced 
as that one is missing and it is hard to tell just where the landing 
starts. As this landing is very near the road leading to the 
lighthouse dock and the estate at Juniper Point, it is quite neces- 
sary that we keep this landing in better shape than it has been 
in the past.

The sixteenth annual report of the Tree Warden including 
work on the gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths for the year ending 
December 3ist, 1915, is herewith submitted: 


Trees. 


Owing to the wet season our trees are in fine condition. We 
have added to the streets 156 trees, being a favorable season they 
all lived but two. 

The caterpillars were not so plentiful this summer. I eut 
the wild cherry trees on the highways and in outlying 
villages where water was not available to spray with. 


Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths. 


The Brown-Tail Moth was found more plentiful this winter 
than last. 

The Gypsy Moth problem is a very serious one. After mak- 
ing a very thorough scout of the whole town, I find that they 
are located in nearly every heavy growth of woodland. And it 
is almost impossible to find an orchard but what is infested with 
them. They are, also, scattered in the shade trees in all parts of 
the town. 

In regard to amount of appropriation unexpended, I had 
the use of State money of last winter, amounting to $654.60. 

I have no separate report to make on Elm-Leaf Beetles, as 
all the trees along the highways were infested with Gypsy Moths, 
so they were all sprayed at one time, making it impossible to give 
a separate account.

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By-Laws 


Section 1. At every town meeting the moderator shall, 
subsequent to the election of town officers by ballot, appoint five 
citizens and voters of the town who shall be known as the ad- 
visory committee and who shall serve without compensation. 


Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 

Sect. 38. The advisory committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
riceting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
repert of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 4. The advisory committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In ease of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


“Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 333.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
‘any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
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of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s thoney and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting,: all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total sea 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of ‘all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to ~ 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— i 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE IIJ.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the several years in which rates are 
due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 8. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. . 
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ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, See. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 


Sect. 2.. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands. belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen.

ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth:— 


The annual report of the public schools, as prepared by our 
Superintendent, is hereby submitted. 

In line with our suggestions of last year that larger and 
better accommodations would be required in the Eastern villages 
of our town in the near future, your Committee will present at 
the annual town meeting plans for a building that may be erected 
at East Falmouth, which will have a sufficient capacity to accom- 
modate the schools in that section, at the present rate of increase, 
for the next twenty years. 

That something must be done to relieve the present and future 
conditions, and to provide adequate school accommodation in 
that locality is apparent to your Committee. 

To illustrate :— 

A census of the children up to 6 years of age was recently 
taken in the village of East Falmouth, and the number was found 
to be one hundred and thirty. If these children live they will 
all be in school in five or six years from this date; added to those 


who are now enrolled, but who will not have passed their grades 
and we will have a school membership of at least one hundred 


and seventy. 
You will understand that this number does not include 
scholars that will be taken from Davisville, Hatchville and the 


fourth grade up, from Waquoit, Pine Ridge and Teaticket. It 
will be seen therefore, that an eight room building will be required 


in the near future, to accommodate these children, if we are to 
give them a proper education. 

We trust that the town will look at this matter in the light 
of a well organized school system and grant the request of your 
Committee. 

We urge that you peruse carefully the report of our Superin- 
tendent to be found on the following pages.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee :— 


I herewith present the thirty-fourth annual report of the 
public schools of Falmouth, the second which it has been my 
privilege to make. It is the purpose of this report to review as 
briefly as may be the activities of the School Department along 
its various line of endeavor and to outline the needs of the 
schools for the coming year as those needs have been interpreted 
from a careful study of the situation. In the space allotted to 
this report it will not be possible to give a complete and de- 
tailed history of the year, nor a minute, detailed, survey 
of all needs for the future. It will be necessary to confine our- 
selves to a fairly comprehensive outline, and as such this report 
is submitted. Statistical data in this report are taken from re- 
ports for the year ending June 1915. 


GROWTH OF SCHOOL Ten years ago, in 1906, the records in 
POPULATION. this office show that the total member- 
ship in all schools of the town was 
593. In June 1915 the total membership was 755 an increase of 
162, or an increase of slightly over 27.3 percent. In this time the 
high school population has nearly doubled, having grown from 
71 in 1906 to 182 in 1915. The census figures are also significant. 
In 1906 the number of children in town between the ages of 5 
and 15 as reported by the census enumerator was 5138. In 1915 
the number between the ages of 5 and 16 was 790, an increase 
of 54 percent. 
The conelusion to be drawn from this record are obvious. 
In total membership the schools have grown so that where there 
were seventy-five pupils ten years ago, today there are nearly 
one hundred. This means increased facilities for carrying on 


the very considerable business of educating—so far as the 
schools may educate—the children of Falmouth. It has meant 
an increase in the number of teachers, with a corresponding in- 
crease in the appropriations for teachers salaries. It has meant 
even greater increase in the demands put upon the school authori- 
ties for adequate means of transportation, particularly when it 
is noted that the high school has nearly doubled in size during 
this time, and when it is further noticed that the question of 
providing transportation is principally a question of providing 
it for’High school pupils. Increases in the appropriations for 
transportation have been an unavoidable consequence of these 
conditions. 


NEW BUILDING This growth in schoel population means also 

NEEDED. that additional housing facilities are needed. 

In fact conditions already call for immediate 
action, and the demand is so imperative that you have approved 
a plan tentatively for relieving present conditions. 

Provision for increased housing facilities may be secured 
in two ways viz: by building additions to existing buildings in 
different quarters of the town, or by centralizing the school 
groups as far as possible in one spot, or in a few accessible loca- 
tions. In other words the need for more room may be met by a 
policy of patching up existing buildings and erecting other small 
structures to accommodate one or two rooms, or it may be re- 
lieved by a policy of+consolidation that will call for one building 
centrally located providing the best in teaching and in equipment 
that can be secured. The first of these methods, the policy that 
forms many small scattered schools, has been condemned by an 
almost universal consensus of opinion in this country. The 
policy of wise centralization, speaking of course from the point 
of view of rural school administration, has received the sanction 
of state departments of education generally, the most out-spoken 
and earnest support of the U. S. Commission of Education and 
has become the recognized policy for the improvement of rural 
schools. It is hardly necessary at the present time to argue the 
advantages of consolidation of rural schools. Mention is made 
for the information of any who may not have had an oppor- 
tunity to know the trend of educational progress in recent years. 


The growth in school population has been most noticeable in 
the eastern section of the town. Since 1906 there has been an 
increase in the school population in East Falmouth, Waquoit and 
Teaticket of 135 or an increase of 111.57 percent. Additional 
rooms have been built on at Waquoit and East Falmouth and a 
new building at Fresh Pond. These buildings are already full 
to overflowing and pupils are brought through to the Falmouth. 
School that should attend at East Falmouth or Teaticket if there 
were sufficient room in these buildings to accommodate them. I 
wish to call attention to the following from my report of last 
year. 

‘‘There is every indication, however, that the population in 
this section of Falmouth is on the increase and that this condition 
is not temporary but will persist for several years. It seems 
entirely in order, in the light of this situation, to look forward 
into the not distant future when additional school facilities must 
be provided for this whole district. When that time arrives the 
advisability of building a large central building should receive 
careful consideration. 

‘“‘There would be no problems of transportation as serious 
as those with which we already have to deal since a building 
could be so located that distances which any must travel would 
hardly exceed four miles.’’ 

Also the following from the report of the School Committee for 
1914. 

‘“‘There is one situation in our town to which we wish par- 
ticularly to call your attention at this time. On account of the 
large foreign population that have settled in the eastern villages 
our schools are overcrowded. Notwithstanding that a new 
school house was built at Fresh Pond (Pine Ridge) in 1918, and 
a new room was built on the Hast Falmouth school last summer, 
the rooms are all filled to their capacity and as the number of 
children of school age is increasing each year, some better pro- 
vision fer their education must be made in the near future. 

‘*A central school erected on some lot in the vicinity of Hast 
Falmouth, of ample capacity and equipped with all modern con- 
veniences for the comfort and health of the children; the build- 
ing to be in charge of a principal and an efficient corps of teach- 
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ers, who will instruct the pupils in right living as well as the 
three R’s, so to speak.”’ 

There seems to be no question that something must be done 
if adequate facilities are to be provided in this section. In pro- 
viding for this need I earnestly hope the town will adopt a 
policy that looks far into the future. The present expenditures 
to support such a policy will be more then would be required to 
promote a make-shift, patch-work policy of building on to exist- 
ing buildings, but the ultimate cost cannot fail to be less. 


BUILDINGS AND The policy of maintaining the school proper- 

GROUNDS. ty in a condition of excellent repair which 

has always been consistently followed by 

this Committee has been continued this year. An appropriation 

was asked for at the annual meeting of the town in February 

for improvements on the building at West Falmouth and $1000 

was raised for that purpose. Under direction of the School 
Committee the following alterations were made: 

Excavations were made under the entire east wing of the 
building and room provided for two toilet rooms equipped with 
sanitary flush closets. In addition there has been provided a 
basement room suitable for Manual Training and cooking. 
These rooms have been wired for electricity, a new stairway 
built, and necessary cesspools constructed. This building now 
provides ample facilities for the proper care and physical com- 
fort of the child. 

In addition this building has received a coat of paint on the 
outside. 

At North Falmouth the building received two coats of paint 
and minor repairs. 

The Woods Hole building was painted and new furniture 
purchased for the school rooms. The new furniture included a 
complete equipment of pupils desk and chairs and teachers desk 
and chair in both rooms. 

The Falmouth Grammar School and the High School were 
both stained and the trimmings painted. The Grammar School 
was further altered by the construction of a partition on the 
third floor, dividing the space here into class rooms. The in- 
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ereased room thus provided allowed the transfer of the Kinder- 
garten from St. Barnabas’ Parish House to this building. The 
use of the third floor of this building for class room purposes 
necessitated the building of a fire escape. The building has 
been inspected by the state building inspector and declared safe 
from risk by fire. At fire drills the building is emptied in 60 to 
75 seconds. One room in this school was equipped with new 
furniture. 

The buildings in the eastern section all received minor re- 
pairs. One room at Waquoit was partly equipped with new 
furniture. At Pine Ridge a flag pole was provided. 


TEACHERS. The number of changes in the teaching force has 

been greater than during the previous year. In 
all, resignations from sixteen different teachers were received 
and accepted. With one exception these resignations took effect 
in June, 1915, at the close of the school year. A number of un- 
usual circumstances combined to produce this situation. Two 
teachers resigned on account of ill health, four left the profes- 
sion to be married, and two left at the end of the year to remain 
at home. Thus there remained eight resignations from teachers 
who have taken positions elsewhere. This number (eight) is 
the same as reported last year.

Care has been. exercised that only trained teachers should 
be nominated. In the elementary schools all candidates accepted 
had received normal school training or Kindergarten training. 
Those appointed at high school also were graduates of College 
or Normal School. The percentage of trained teachers in the 
schools was never so high as at present. The regular monthly _ 
teacher’s meetings have been continued throughout the year and 
such special meetings and conferences as occasion demanded.

TRANSPORTATION. A most serious problem to be met in any 

scheme for improvement of rural schools 
by consolidation is the problem of transportation. This problem 
has been a knotty one everywhere and some towns have given 
over entirely excellent plans for consolidation of small schools 
through sheer inability to meet and solve this problem. Fal- 
mouth has been able in the past to meet its transportation prob- 
lem as successfully as most towns, but never to the entire satis- 
faction of the school department. This year, however, a new plan 
has been approved and was put in operation in September. 
Three main routes were laid out by the Committee, from Waquoit 
to Falmouth, North Falmouth to Falmouth, and Woods Hole, 
Falmouth Heights to Falmouth. Large motor omnibusses run on 
these routes on schedule time, enabling pupils to take them with- 
out the necessity of long waiting in the cold and storm. The 
running time has been shortened on some routes nearly an hour 
from that required last year when horses were used. In addition 
the vehicles now in use are always clean and warm. So far as 
can be ascertained no more effective and efficient method of 
transportation has been tried anywhere than that which the town 
now has. The cost of this has been slightly greater than the 
cost of the earlier form of transportation, but the value is almost 
immeasurably greater. From the point of view of comfort, 
length of time en route, health, etc., the obvious advantages of our 
present system admit of no comparison with the best we have 
formerly employed. I recommend most earnestly a continuance 
of the present method of transportation by motor vehicles. 
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INCREASE IN LENGTH For several years past the length of 
OF SCHOOL YEAR. the elementary school year has been 
thirty-six weeks. Practically all the 
larger towns of the state now have a school year of thirty-eight 
to forty weeks. At the regular meeting in July your committee 
voted to extend the elementary school year two weeks, making 
the length of the current year thirty-eight weeks. It is believed 
that this is an improvement that will result in the better prepara- 
tion of pupils in the elementary schools for courses that they 
will later pursue in high school. In the eight years of the ele- 
mentary school the child now receives nearly a half year more of 
school than formerly. 


TEXT BOOKS. The following text books have been adopted for 
general use throughout the town: 
Geography—Tarr & McMurray, for grades 3, 4, 5 and 6, 
published by The MacMillian Co. 
Language—Aldine Bks. I-II, Published by Newson & Co. 
The introduction of these text books has been begun and 
will be completed during the present year. Other changes will 
be recommended during the coming year. 


HIGH SCHOOL. The work at the High School has progressed 

along the lines laid down in the report of 1914. 
There have been several changes of teachers as noted elsewhere. 
The new teachers have taken up the work with enthusiasm and 
have already demonstrated that their appointment has materially 
strengthened the teaching force. The equipment of the school 
has been enlarged by the purchase of apparatus for the classes 
in Physics and Chemistry. The sum of $500 was allowed for 
new apparatus and apparatus cabinets. The equipment of these 
departments is now second to none in high schools approximating 
in size the local school. The school has done and is doing good 
work that ranks it favorably with its neighbors throughout the 
state. Attention is called to the -report of the High School 
Principal. 


VILLAGE SCHOOL. The enrollment at the Village School is 
the largest in its history. This is par- 
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tially due to the transfer of pupils from the Quissett school 
which had been closed in July by the vote of the Committee. 
Under the efficient direction of the Principal the work in the 
seventh and eighth grades has been organized to provide for 
departmental instruction. This is the first step toward organiz- 
ing these grades into an intermediate school. 


PENMANSHIP, The Palmer Method of penmanship continues 

to give excellent satisfaction judged from re- 
sults obtained. There has been a marked improvement in the 
quality of the pupils’ writing since the introduction of the sys- 
tem early in 1914. The results at the Village School, where the 
conditions of grading are more favorable than in other schools 
of the town, have been unusually deserving of merit. Several of 
. the pupils in this building have developed such proficiency that 
they have been awarded the Palmer button for excellence. The 
names of those receiving this distinction are printed elsewhere 
in this report. 


MANUAL TRAINING. The scope of the Manual Training 
course has been increased by the pur- 
chase of new equipment as specified in the report of the director 
of Manual Training. With the fine equipment now available 
courses can be offered in various lines of shop practice other than 
wood-working. The scope of the work in wood working has 
also been enlarged by the installation of a band saw and planer. 
The rooms now used for this purpose were not originally designed 
for the use to which they are now put. They are too small and 
not properly located with relation to the other rooms. <A special 
building should be provided for these courses as soon as possible. 
Attention is called to the reports of the Directors of Domestie 
Arts, Manual Training, Musie and Drawing which are a part of 
this report. 


EVENING SCHOOL. During the early weeks of the present 

school year a private class was organized 
in Falmouth and West Falmouth for evening school. The classes 
were organized at the request of the pupils themselves and sup- 
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ported by them. The School Committee voted to grant them 
the free use of rooms in the High and West Falmouth buildings. 
The interest shown by such requests warrants the town, 1 be- 
lieve, in undertaking an evening school at public expense. I 
recommend a small appropriation for this purpose for the coming 
year. 


PLAYGROUND The playground at the Woods Hole school has 
APPARATUS. been equipped with apparatus through the 

generosity of one of the residents, Mr. Charles 
R. Crane. The equipment is complete and of the finest quality. 
The task of properly directing the exercise and play of the 
children at recess periods has been materially lightened by the 
use of the apparatus, and the children have benefitted by the 
inducements thus offered to spend the recess period in the open 


air. I recommend an appropriation for the equipment of the 
playground at the Village School with similiar apparatus. 


SUMMARY OF The following will serve as a brief 
RECOMMENDATIONS. summary of the recommendations, out- 
lined in this report. 
Recommendations : 
1 New eight room school at Kast Falmouth. 
29 Establishment of evening school. 
3 A separate building for the Practical Arts Courses. 
4 Equipment of the lot in rear of Village School with 
play ground apparatus. 
5 A continuance of the policy of consolidation that will 
do away with the one-room all-grade school. 


Attention is called to the statistical tables and other data 
in the appendix of this report. Reports of sight and hearing 
tests, of the census enumerator, and new legislation, deserve care- 
ful reading. 


CONCLUSION. The work of the department this year has been 
marked by a spirit of co-operation and good will 
on the part of all in any way connected with it. This spirit is 
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essential to success and guarantees the best efforts from those 
imbued with it. Both teachers and Committee have given 
united and unstinted support to the Superintendent in all his 
efforts to direct the work of the schools. Whatever of value has 
been accomplished has been made possible of accomplishment 
solely because of this. I wish to express my fullest appreciation 
for these convincing evidences of good will that have been accord- 
ed me and for assistance and support that have appeared to me 
invaluable.

Report of the Principal of the Lawrence High School. 
Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 


My annual report may be considered as consisting of two 
d’stinet parts: in the first I shall give the resume of the year; 
erd in the second I shall try to give a summary of the ideas that 
I have gathered in my visiting days at such high schools as those 
o” Bridgewater, Braintree, Weymouth and Malden. 


/. “ENDANCE. Our enrollment has been about one hundred 

and thirty pupils, who have had an average 

‘dance of about ninety-five per cent. This is good, and we 

Id try to increase it by one or two per cent as we know from 

i! records of some of the larger schools that it is possible to have 
ttendance record of ninety-seven per cent. 


‘LETICS. Under the coaching of J. O. Wood, principal of 

the Woods Hole Grammar School, our athletic 
s have had a very successful season. In basket ball, base 
and foot ball the school has been represented by teams that 
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played a clean, fast game. At the county fair our base ball team 
won the base ball championship of the Cape, and we are very 
proud of a fine trophy presented to us by the Barnstable County 
Agricultural Society. Our foot-ball team has played an ex- 
ceedingly fast game and to show for it has a _ record 
of eight victories out of nine games, no one seriously injured 
during the season and no disputes with the officials. In this 
connection I also would like to thank the spectators for their 
support and for their uniformly sportsmanlike conduct while in 
attendance at our games. 


BUILDINGS AND Our school house was much improved in 
GROUNDS. appearance this summer by a coat of stain 
and paint. Some time in the future I hope 
that our athletic field may be graded and seeded down, a cinder 
running track put in, and the shores of the adjacent pond cleaned. 
up and adorned with shade trees, shrubbery and walks. We 
have all the natural advantages necessary to make our grounds 
one of the beauty spots of the town. 


COLLEGE ENTRANCE As I often answer the inquiry of 
CERTIFICATE PRIVILEGE. to what colleges our eraduates 
may enter without examination, 
if they have an exceptionally good record in their studies, I will 
give the. list of such institutions -—Any Massachusetts State 
Normal School, Worcester Polytechnic Institute, and the follow- 
ing colleges and universities: Amherst, Amherst Agricultural, 
Bates, Boston University, Bowdoin, Brown, Colby, Dartmouth, 
Middlebury, Mount Holyoke, Smith, Tufts, University of Ver- 
mont, Wellesley, Wesleyan and Williams. 


COOPERATION. As I have often stated in previous reports it 
is a pleasure to work where the parents show 


a fine spirit of willingness to cooperate when they are shown 
the means of doing so. 


COURSES OF STUDY. The courses of study are the same as last 

year, and we feel that it is an advan- 
tage for a pupil to know quite definitely what he expects to take 
during his four years in the school. 
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DRAWING. Mrs. Luce still continues to give the free -hand 

drawing and some mechanical, while Mr. Coburn 
gives the drawing connected with his department, and also a 
voluntary course in engineering drawing. Both instructors are 
getting very creditable results. 


EQUIPMENT. Two large additions to our equipment have been 

made during the year: a cabinet and about four 
hundred dollars worth of fine apparatus for our physics work, 
and a fine set of machinery for our manual training work. (For 
a complete account of this, please consult Mr. Coburn’s report.) 
Also, a fine encyclopaedia was added to our library, and some 
excellent maps for our history courses. 


EYE & EAR TESTS. The eye and ear tests were given by the 

principal early in the year with the 
result that one pupil has put on glasses and a number of others 
have had theirs changed: 


GRADUATION. As our classes have reached a size of thirty, 

it seems evident that a change will be neces- 
sary in the form that our exercises must take. One form of 
graduation might center about a speaker who would give an 
address that would be long remembered, and around this would 
be grouped parts by the honor pupils of the class and the usual 
music. In addition to this there might be class day exercises 
the day preceding the graduation. 


HOME STUDY. I would call your attention to the latter part 
of this report for same data as to what other 
schools require along this line. 


JANITOR SERVICE. It is enough to say, that visitors always 
compliment us on’ the appearance of our 
building. 


LIBRARY. At our request the public library trustees have 
opened the building from one o’clock until half past 
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one on each Friday so that our pupils coming from the outlying 
villages may get books. 


MUSIC. Our school chorus has been provided with a new book 

which is proving interesting and under the careful 
instruction of Mr. Abbott, all are taking hold of the work. Our 
school orchestra furnished excellent music for various occasions, 
and if there is sufficient material it will be continued during this 
year. 


SCHOOL PAPER. Our school paper, ‘‘The Voice of the Law- 
rence High School,’’ has been issued quar- 
terly, and has shown steady improvement. Financially it has 
proved a success, thanks being particularly due to the faithful 
work of the business manager, Robert Kershaw, and to the 
generous response of our local advertisers. If the alumni and 
our friends would increase the number of their subscriptions, 1 
feel that we might even produce a better and larger paper. 


TEACHING CORPS. I am very glad to say that we have a 
teaching corps that is exceedingly faith- 

ful to its directors, and always renders any help it may be ealled 
on to give. The personnel with the subjects taught by each 
follows:

TRANSPORTATION. Our transportation system has been great- 

ly improved by the use of large motor 
omnibuses in that there is a greater regularity of schedule, and 
that much less time is spent upon the road. I cannot pass over 
this subject without saying that the drivers are all exceedingly 
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eareful, as I have learned from several trips and from 
constant observance of the manner in which they approach and 
leave the school grounds. 


A RESUME OF As stated at the beginning, I wish to make 
VISITING DAYS. the last part of my report a collection of 

ideas that I have gathered on my visits to 
other schools during the year. In the quotations which I shall 
make of their regulations, I think the vein of ‘‘personal responsi- 
bility of the pupil,’’ not of the teacher, will be found to pervade 
them all. The feeling seems to be abroad that we are doing 
too much for the pupils which they should do for themselves. 
The following quotations are taken at random from the regula- 
tions of the high schools of Bridgewater, Braintree, Weymouth 
and Malden, and they are in effect in dozens of other Massachu- 
setts schools. 

“We would suggest that each student should have regular 
hours for home work and in most cases this should include from 
two to four hours of study daily.’’ 

‘‘The attention of parents is especially called to the fact that 
high school pupils must do most of their studying at home.’’ 

‘‘Most failures in high school are due to lack of home study. 
It is strongly argued that pupils get half of their lessons in the 
afternoon and the remainder in the evening. If possible, the 
pupil should be provided with a quiet room, apart from the 
family, for evening study.’’ 

‘“A personal or a written excuse from the parent or guardian 
is required for every absence, tardiness or dismissal.’’ 

‘‘No pupil is allowed to leave the school during the session 
without the permission of the Head Master or a teacher. Unless 
the pupil brings a written request for dismissal from his parent 
or guardian, he is permitted to leave only in cases of an emer- 
gency.”’ 

“Teachers may require pupils to return to school in the after- 
noon for discipline or to make up neglected work.’”’ 

‘‘The college and scientific courses are necessarily difficult and 
it ig advisable in many cases to devote five years to them.’’ 

‘‘No lunch is to be eaten in the building except in the base- 
ment. By lunch is meant candy, gum, etc.” 
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‘‘Pupils must take pens, pencils and paper with them to class- 
es, and are not to return to their home rooms for such articles, 
if they have been forgotten.”’ 

‘“Pupils receive one pen holder and one eraser for the year, a 
lead pencil every twelve weeks, a pen every three weeks, if needed, 
and a pad of each kind of paper every six weeks, if needed.’’ 

‘Pupils are tardy if they are not sitting at their desks when 
the 8.15 a.m. gong rings. Tardy pupils must always go to room 
120 and secure a shp from the sub-master before going to their 
home rooms or to recitations. The slip should at once be shown 
to the home room teacher, and then be used as an ‘‘admit slip’’ 
to the recitations.’’ (Note—if this slip is not procured the pupil 
cannot enter school that day and all work has to be made up 
after school). 

‘Pupils should be careful to take with them when they leave 
their home rooms at dismission all books they need for home 
study or afternoon work, as the room doors are usually locked 
shortly after dismission.’’ 

“Tardy or absent or dismissed pupils are expected to,bring 
a note explaining the reason of the tardiness or absence or dis- 
missal. This note should be presented the next day. Teachers 
have power to detain after school the pupils who do not bring 
‘excuses the second day.’’ 

‘‘Pupils who for any reason are asked to return on any after- 
noon of the week must return on that afternoon, or on the follow- 
ing morning and bring to the teacher making the appointment, 
a note explaining fully the reason for the pupils non-appearance. 
If an acceptable excuse is given, the teacher will make another 
appointment. If an acceptable excuse is not given, or if no 
excuse is brought, the teacher has the power to detain the pupil 
from classes during the day or until the afternoon appointment 
has been met. The power of thus calling back pupils in the 
afternoon has been given the teacher by the School Committee.’’ 

‘‘Pupils will make out their book cards in ink. They will be 
held fully responsible for damage to books, and it is for them to 
be certain that the letter on the card put there by the book mas- 
ter represents the condition of he book when it is received by 
them.’’ 
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‘Pupils must give loud clear answers to questions, and stand 
securely in the aisle.’’ 

“During the week preceding the closing of the rank cards 
pupils should be reminded that all work Icst by illness must be 
made up promptly as pupils receive zero for all absences not 
made up.”’ 

‘‘Report cards must be signed in ink by the head of the 
family.’’ 

If such regulations, and many others which I have not includ- 
ed, were in force in the smaller high schools of the state, the pupils 
who go from those schools into our colleges and into the daily life 
of our larger communities would not find themselves in such a 
strange atmosphere. For the consideration of such improvement 
of our schools and for the purpose of offering the public teachers 
of our town an opportunity to become acquainted with the 
parents, a Falmouth Teachers’ Association has been formed, and 
in closing my report may I urge all who are interested in our 
schools because of their children or because we spend some, of 
their taxes to come to such meetings as the association may hold 
the coming year. 

Please accept my sincere thanks for your personal interest 
in our school and myself and for the many tactful suggestions 
offered. Will you also convey to the committee my appreciation 
of their untiring interest in our school, and of their confidence 
in its faculty?

Report of the Domestic Science Department. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :— 


The aim of this department is to give such instruction that 
the girls electing this course may have a definite, scientific, 
working knowledge of the household arts. 
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As yet work in this department in the high school is offered 
in the first two years only. Two forty minute periods, three 
times a week, are devoted to serving and two forty minute 
periods twice a week to cooking. It is to be hoped that one 
period a day in the third year may be given to house construc- 
tion, furnishing, and care of the home. 

In cooking what might be called ‘‘type’’ recipes are chosen 
and the method of putting together the ingredients given, so 
that the pupil may be able to work intelligently with any re- 
cipe. The composition of the different classes of foods is studied 
by analysis in the chemical laboratory, the nutritive value of 
different foods is taught and the cost of each recipe reckoned, 
that well balanced meals at the least expense may be planned. 
The canning of fruits and vegetables is a valuable part of the 
work. 

The art of correctly arranging a table and serving a meal 
is a thing which every girl should know. With the addition of 
silver ware and table linen to the equipment of the department 
this feature of the work would be made possible, and would cer- 
tainly be of real practical use to the girls. 

During the winter term a lunch counter is maintained on the 
days when the cooking lessons are given. The orders are taken 
the day before so the exact amount of the different foods required 
may be prepared with no waste. The cost is estimated by the 
girls and the price asked for the lunch just covers the expense. 

Cooking is given two periods a week alternately with servy- 
ing in the eighth grade. Correct methods of measuring, the use 
of utensils, and simple recipes are taught. 

Serving is begun in the sixth grade. The handling of the 
implements and material, and the simpler stitches are given. 
The first work is on canvas, then numerous small articles such 
as needlebooks, pin cases and holders are made. In the seventh 
grade the girls cut and make cooking aprons, caps and holders, 
as they begin cooking the next year. The girls in the eighth 
grade are finishing the cooking aprons and caps and making 
articles for Christmas, such as fancy bags. Simple garments are 
made later. 

In the high school work on the sewing machine is begun. 
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Underwear and cotton and woolen dresses are made. Attention 
is also given to darning, repairing and remodeling. This year | 
some time has been given to the making of Christmas gifts. 
Crocheting and simple embroidery have been taught. Designs 
in cross stitch which have been used for guest towels and bags 
have been made by the girls under the direction of Mrs. Luce, 
so correlating the drawing and sewing.

Report of the Supervisor of Manual Training. 


Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Sir :— 


The department of Manual Training or Mechanic Arts is 
eradually adapting itself to the particular requirements of Fal- 
mouth. The purpose of this report is to place before you the 
plain facts as they stand at this time with suggestions for pos- 
sible improvements as they have presented themselves to me. 


WOOD WORKING The original space alloted to the Manual 
ROOM. Training department was formerly the 
gymnasium, and, while of ample size for 
gymnastic exercises, it never was and never will be large enough 
for an efficient room for wood working classes.At present there 
are twelve light weight benches in this room, placed the only 
possible way for practical use of both vises, but even so they 
are not nor can they be arranged to obtain quiet class work. 
The misplacement of the air shaft is the cause of this inconven- 
lence. 

It has been suggested that the rear half of the present room 
be extended back to the extreme rear of the school to give 
proper working space for each pupil at his bench. This can 
be done by excavating the present vacant space north east of the 
school and constructing a saw tooth roof about two feet below 
the first floor windows. The side and rear walls should be well 
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supplied with windows, if the saw tooth roof cannot be adapted 
to the school’s architecture. 

The urgent need of more space for the wood working classes 
can be readily seen when the number of students per class from 
the graded schools is considered. And if the nineteen hundred 
fifteen report of the high school principal be consulted it will be 
found that twenty-five per cent. of the high school students are 
in the general course upon his recommendation. Either manual 
training or the household arts require twice the number of periods 
of any other subject in the general course. Furthermore, over 
eighty per cent. of the Freshman boys are taking manual train- 
ing. The next two years will see over twice the number of boys 
in the entering class, but it will be impossible to accommodate 
a larger class than the present one with the Space we now have. 


EQUIPMENT FOR The wood working class room has 
HAND WORKIN WOOD. fifteen benches, twelve of which are 
in one space which is seventeen feet 
by twenty-three feet, the other three being used in the rear half 
of the same room for drawing tables. It is impossible to put 
fifteen benches in the front half as there would be no room to 
move about. Twelve benches are required with one back saw, 
one cutting off saw, one try square, a knife, a marking guage, 
Y%-4-1 inch socket chisels, a spoke shave, mallet, one thirteen 
(13) ounce hammer, a block plane, a rule, and a brush. Seven of 
these benches have smoothing planes, four have jack planes and 
one has an India oil stone. 

On the other hand the wood working department has a 
splendid assortment of special tools such as: an eighteen (18) 
inch miter box and saw, a Stanley Universal plane, 2 jointer 
planes, 2 fore planes, 1 wood scraping plane, one set of inside 
and one set of outside gouges, a compass saw, one set of assorted 
socket chisels with beveled edges, six compasses, a draw-knife, 
four sizes of bit braces, a set of auger bits, one expansive bit, a 
counter-sink, six coping saws, four breast drills, a saw vise and 
saw set, two bevels, one framing square, a level, a gluing outfit, 
two large screw drivers, several smaller ones, and several four 
fold two foot rules. With such an admirable equipment there 
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still remains the fact that where there are more than five in a 
class—the largest numbers twenty-two—there are still several 
jack planes, smoothing planes and oil stones necessary to make 
the students work in harmony. 

Then, too, to assure a fair apportionate of labor in sharpen- 
ing plane irons, some extra cutters must be procured. We should 
have if possible, the following wood working tools: a web saw, 
circular plane, router plane, corner chisel, and a set of Forstner 
bits. We have done so well in equipping this department that 
it will not be amiss to add just a little more and make it the 
best of its size. 


MECHANICAL In connection with: the wood working tools 
DRAFTING there is a splendid and complete set of tools 
AND and instruments of the best make and material, 
BLUE PRINT for mechanical drafting. Without these it 
READING. would have been impossible to have done such 
work as was done last year. Drafting not 
only trains the student to see the contemplated work before it 
is done, but it raises a man in the industries far above the ordi- 
nary manual laborer if he can fluently read and converse in the 
mechanical drafting language. 

The instruction in this subject intends to train the student 
to read and interpret with confidence the blue prints of machine 
parts, the architectural details that are met with in practical 
work, and to enable him to do with accuracy such laying out and 
sketching as is essential for a skilled workman. It includes the 
making of simple details, the making of a sufficient number of 
scale drawings to enable the pupil to understand the relations 
of different views to one another, ete. 


THE NEW The week following Thanksgiving found the 
MACHINE SHOP. new machine tools and motor in the new 
machine shop fastened to the cement floor 

with expansion bolts through wooden foundations. The belting 
has been delayed a little in reaching the school, but the boys 
have worked faithfully upon the drilling of foundation bolt 
holes, laying timber, lining up shafting, hanging counter shafts, 
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attaching pulleys and shaft couplings, removing grease from 
machines, making new safety guards for the band saw, and 
other things of like importance. The new machinery comprises 
one 16 in.x6in. Fay and Egan surfacer, an eleven inch Seneca 
Falls speed lathe, a 36in. band saw, a 12in. South Bend engine 
lathe, a power driven emery wheel, one blacksmith’s drill, and 
one five horse power gas engine. The main shaft is 1 and 11-16 
ins. diameter and 27 feet long running 500 revolutions per min- 
ute, driven by a gas engine turning 900 revolutions per minute. 

There are a few bench tools, such as a hack saw, cape chisels, 
files, soldering copper with heater, one set of Pearson screw 
plates and taps, try square, breast drills, two monkey wrenches, 
two stillson wrenches, one pair of pliers, and a center punch. 

Mr. P. Frank Powers has kindly offered the use of such pipe 
fitting tools as are necessary to instruct the students in the rudi- 
ments of gas and steam piping. 

The supervisor keeps several instruments of precision at the 
school for the boys to examine and use, such as: a scale, seriber, 
a micrometer, set of small drills, and a surface gauge. It is 
hoped that in the near future there can be an appropriation to 
cover the cost of such tools as are loaned and borrowed from the 
outside. 


SCHOOL REPAIRS The older boys have made many repairs 
BY STUDENTS. about the school, and, in so doing have 
denied themselves the time which might 

otherwise have been put on articles for themselves. The Follow- 
ing list will show the numerous items: wall of closet straightened, 
iron clamps and bolts made for broken marble slab in one of the 
closets, deodorizer attached, doors of closets fitted, synehronistic 
vibrations in float valve eliminated, two hat and coat rack beams 
between iron pillars in basement installed, one hundred and fifty 
(150) coat hooks taken down, the holes filled with putty and 
heavier hooks fastened to wall with even and adequate spacing, 
three settees repaired, four window panes and two air shafts 
door panes put in, a lumber rack for discarded books in attic, 
pencil sharpener repaired, word EXIT, printed and installed in 
main room, grand stand and Domestic Science department doors 
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repaired, bicycle rack numbered, rubber tips attached to chairs 
and settees, a bottle dryer for the laboratory, steps for the 
Domestic Science department, bookstand and inkwell receptacle 
for the principal, screen with footlights, stand, chair, and Chinese 
lanterns placed for graduation, lawn tennis posts and cleats, gas 
machine repaired, several pans for chemical laboratory soldered, 
elass put into doors of physical laboratory cabinet, shelves for 
special books in the main room, calculations with preliminary 
sketches and lay out drawings for new machine shop, new ma- 
chines and a motor with all counter shafts and main shaft in- 
stalled, two new connecting rods of phospher bronze and two 
patterns of gears for cam shaft in gas motor, designed and made, 
heavy window in rear basement door put in, box for superin- 
tendent reprinted, history teacher’s desk revarnished, four hand 
rails on stairs, top of outside banisters, and one typewriter re- 
paired, new bulletin board for principal, and three new schedule 
forms for superintendent. 

In conelusion, in order to obtain the best results in our 
Manual Training Department it is very necessary to first, double 
the present space given the department; second, for each bench 
to have the complete set of working tools; third, to consider the 
Manual Training course as important to those who do not intend 
to enter college, as the languages are considered to those who 
intend to enter college; and fourth, to remember that Manual 
Training is the practice, not the production, the doing, not the 
thing done, and that the course is valuable only in proportion to - 
the demand it makes upon the mind of intelligent, thoughtful 
work.

Report of the School Physician. 
To the Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir :— 


The health of the scholars for the year ending in June 1915 
was fairly satisfactory and the only serious outbreak of sick- 
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ness was that of measles. This disease should be better con- 
trolled and that means stricter quarantine, to which I trust there 
will be no material objection. In my former report, I suggested 
the employment of a district nurse to assist in school work. I 
believe now that the needs could be met, for a time at least, by 
a larger appropriation which would be used in various ways for 
the benefit of children whose parents are negligent or unable to 
bear the expense of treatment. 


There are still remaining in the schools a number of children, 
such as those with adenoids or enlarged tonsils who require 
operation for their complete mental and physical development, 
and this operation should be performed very early in the school 
course to produce the best effect. If neglected until the second 
teeth appear, the teeth will be crowded, the upper jaw may 
overlap the lower or permanent mouth breathing result. There 
is also the chance of absess of the middle ear, with its attendant 
danger of deafness. These possibilities are not understood by 
the average parent, and as children of this type are nearly al- 
ways backward in their studies, it would seem to be the town’s 
duty to give its future citizens as good a start in life as possible, 
on the ground that defective individuals are most apt to become 
criminals or paupers. Accordingly I recommend that the appro- 
priation for these purposes, be increased from two hundred and 
fifty to five hundred dollars a year. This amount would proba- 
bly take care of all the necessary work, including compulsory 
vaccination, and without doubt would prove a profitable invest- 
ment for the town. I cannot praise too highly, the tremendous 
improvement made in the transportation of scholars this year. 
The new motor barges certainly reduce discomfort to a minimum 
and shorten the school day for the pupils at least. an hour. 

Shorter trips, less crowding, better ventilation and greater 
cleanliness in the barges must all tend to keep the health of these 
scholars on a higher plane. 

The year opens well, with little serious sickness so far, and 
with the hearty cooperation of the teachers in reporting cases 
early, I hope that serious epidemics may be arrested. 

Two suggestions might be called to the attention of the 
School Board or to parents in general. One is that some pro- 
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vision be made to serve lunches to poorly nourished children, 
especially in the lower grades for obviously they cannot do good 
mental work when their bodies are suffering from lack of food. 
The other is that some efficient dust-layer be used in every school 
room at least once a week. This would undoubtedly prevent 
considerable infection, especially colds and other catarrhal 
manifestations in the air-passages and lungs.

Report of the Supervisor of Music. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools: 


My dear Mr. Holman:—I hereby submit my first report as 
Supervisor of Music for the Town of Falmouth. As I have 
served only four months in the above capacity, my report must 
necessarily deal chiefly with plans for the future. In taking up 
my work here, may I state that it was a pleasure to find the 
music situation in a healthy and growing state. 

I have instituted a new system, sometimes known as the 
Weaver System which is being used successfully.. This system 
is very popular throughout New England and has passed the 
experimental stage. 

My chief aim in the grade work is sight reading (in which 
the Italian syllables are used) so that the child may be able to 
translate instantly the various symbols used in music notation. 
The child voice is carefully cared for during its development 
from grade to grade by simple vocal drills and breathing exer- 
cises. The rote method of teaching songs is used only in the 
first two grades and commencing with the third grade the child 
receives technical instruction in music fundamentals and theory 
followed out logically until he reaches the high school. I believe 
this phase to be very important as it enables the child to know 
rather than to imitate the essentials necessary to the proper ren- 
dering of a piece of music. 

In the High School our period of 40 minutes per week is 
devoted to chorus singing. I sincerely hope that more time may 
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be found for music in the High School which could be used to 
good advantage for the orchestra and glee club or talks on Musie 
History and Appreciation for those who would like to carry their 
study in music further. This is being done throughout the state, 
many high schools offering elective courses in the above harmony 
with outside credits, a great factor in keeping the young people 
interested. For the annual spring concert this year we shall 
give an operetta which will include the entire student body. 


The outline of the course of study in music follows.

Key names. (15) Chromatic tones, sharps, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
using sharp and double sharp representation. Natural as a can- 
cel. Two-part songs. Review TYPES I and I and FIGURE I 
in more difficult melodic progressions. 

Grade V. ’ 

Chromatic tones, flats, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, using flat and double flat 
representation also the natural used as a sharp or flat. Arith- 
metic of music. Theory of common time. 

Grade VI. 

Position of sharps and flats in the key signature. Use of 
the five chromatic characters in writing. TYPE UI. TYPE Il 
(modified). Theory of compound time. TYPH INV: AEMEP ESP. 
(modified). 
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Grade VII. 

Thorough review of all principles. Three-part songs. 
Syncopation. 

Grade VIII. 

Bass staff. Reading ‘the tenor part. Terms of expression 
and tempo. Four-part songs (?). 

In general throughout the entire course Voice Drill. Ear 
Training, Written Work, Individual Sight-singing, Interpreta- 
tion and Expression. 

The introduction of individual slips for sight reading which 
I plan to do in the primary grades for the remainder of the year 
will be a great help in raising the standard of the class work and 
eventually the entire school system. 

The pupils evident interest and hearty enjoyment of their 
work in music has been a source of keen satisfaction and grati- 
fication to me. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciations to the teachers 
for their co-operation which is so essential for the best results 
and their willingness to follow out my suggestions.

Report of the Director of Drawing. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, 


Dear Sir:—It is a pleasure to submit the following as my 
annual report of the work in drawing in the schools of Falmouth. 

The following schools have been visited once every two 
weeks: North Falmouth, West Falmouth, Woods Hole, Teaticket, 
East Falmouth, Davisville, Waquoit, and Pine Ridge. <A half 
hour has been spent in each room in teaching the new lesson, 
criticising work accomplished and explaining work to be done 
before the next visit. Hach room in the Falmouth Grammar 
school has been visited each Wednesday. Friday is spent at 
the High school. The time is given to the subject of drawing 
does not exceed one and one-half hours each week for the grades. 
Forty minutes each week for each class in the High school. 
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The same general outline has been followed this year as last. 
In the lower grades more attention has been given to the draw- 
ing of toys, toy making, and picture building with cut-outs. In 
the fourth, fifth and sixth grades more has been accomplished 
in cardboard construction such as the making of blotter pads, 
envelopes, boxes, pocket files, and books, thus obtaining greater 
skill in handling special media, tools and greater neatness and 
accuracy in execution, patience, perseverance, and obedience 
to direction. 

The work in the lower grades has always been excellent but 
I feel that a great improvement has been made in the upper 
grades during the past year. In May it was thought best to 
combine the exercises for Decoration Day with an exhibition of 
all school work. Such an exhibition was held in each room. 
The work was well arranged and very satisfactory. Much credit 
is due the regular teachers for their untiring efforts in mounting 
the work, thus making the rooms attractive. The work exhibited 
was work saved from the daily papers of the pupils through the 
year. I feel the exhibition was productive of much good. It 
enabled the people to see what was beng done in the schools. 
It awakened much interest in the pupils and raised their standard 
of excellence. 

Each month the School Arts Magazine offers prizes for good 
work of pupils in drawing. Last June several drawings were 
sent from the Grammar grades of the Hast Falmouth school. 
Several pupils won prizes for their work. 

A room is much needed at the High school for a drawing 
room in order that the best results may be obtained. At the 
present time the work is carried on in any room which may be 
vacant at that particular period, which means that materials such 
as paper, paints, water pans, drawing boards, models, etc., must 
be carried into five different rooms during the day. 

In closing I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the Com- 
mittee, Superintendent and teachers for their interest, sympathy 
and support which has helped to make the work a success.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES, RELATING TO 
SCHOOLS. 


CHAPTER 714. ACTS OF 1914. 


An Act Relative to the Tenure of Office of Teachers and Superintendents 


of Public Schools. 


Section 1. The school committee of a city or town, in electing a 
teacher or superintendent who has served in the public schools of its 
city or town for the three previous consecutive years, shall employ 
such teacher or superintendent to serve at the direction of the school 
committee, subject to the provisions of section two of this act. 

Section 2. The school committee may dismiss any teacher or gsu- 
perintendent from employment by a two thirds vote of the whole 
committee, and such teacher or superintendent shall not receive any 
compensation for service rendered after such dismissal: provided, that 
a teacher or superintendent employed to serve at the direction of the 
school committee, as provided in section one of this act, shall not be 
dismissed unless, at least thirty days prior to the meeting, exclusive of 
customary vacation periods, at which the committee votes upon the 
question of his dismissal, he shall have been given notice of the inten- 
tion of the chool committee to vote upon the question of his dismissal, 
nor unless, he shall have been given, upon his request, a statement by 
the school committeee of the reasons for which his dismissal is pro- 
posed; nor unless, also, in the case of a teacher, the superintendent of 
schools shall have given to the schooi committee his recommendations 
as to the proposed dismissal. 

Section 8. (1) No teacher employed to serve at the direction of 
the school committee, as provided in section one of this act, shall 
suffer a decrease of salary without his consent, except by a general 
salary revision affecting equally all teachers of the same salary grade. 
in the city or town. (2) A superintendent employed to serve at the 
discretion of the school committee shall suffer no decrease in salary 
without his consent, until at least one year after the school committee 
has voted to reduce his salary. 

Section 4. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as limit- 
ing the night of a school committee to suspend a teacher or superin- 
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tendent for immoral conduct or other conduct unbecoming a teacher; 
and if the teacher or superintendent so suspended is subsequently dis- 
missed because of such conduct, he shall not receive any salary for the 
period of his suspension. 

Section 5. Nothing herein contained shall be construed as limit- 
ing the right of a school committee to dismiss a teacher when an 
actual decrese in the number of pupils in the schools of the city or 
town renders such action advisable. 

Section 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This act shall not apply to superintendents or superin- 
tendency unions. 

Section 8. This act shall not apply to the city of Boston. 

Section 9. This act shall take effect on the first day of July in 
the year nineteen hundred and fourteen. [Approved June 29, 1914.] 


CHAPTER 590. ACTS OF 1914. 
An Act Relative to the Maintenance of Public Evening Schools. 


Chapter forty-two of the Revised Laws is hereby amended by 
striking out section eleven and inserting in place thereof the following 
new section:—Section 11. Any town may, and every city or town in 
which there are issued during the year from September first to August 
thirty-first certificates authorizing the employment of twenty or more 
persons who do not possess the educational qualifications enumerated 
in section one of chapter forty-four of the Revised Laws, as amended, 
shall maintain during the following school year an evening school or 
schools for the instruction of persons over fourteen years of age in 
orthography, reading, writing, the English language and grammar, 
geography, arithmetic, industrial drawing, both free hand and mechan- 
ical, the history of the United States, physiology and hygiene and good 


* behavior. Such other subjects may be.taught in such schools as the 


school committee considers expedient. [Approved May 29, 1914.] 

The purpose of this statute is to require that opportunity for 
evening shool nstruction shall be offered in towns and cities where 
there are a large number of illiterate persons over sixteen years of age 
employed during the year. 

According to an opinion of the Attorney-General, the year men- 
tioned above, “from September first to August thirty-first,’ refers to 
the year beginning Sept. 1, 1913, and continuing to Aug. 31, 1914.

CHAPTER 70. ACTS OF 1915. 
An Act to Provide a Penalty for Altering Employment Certificates. 


Section sixty-one of chapter five hundred and fourteen of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and nine, is hereby further amended as 
follows:—Section 61. Whoever.employs a person under the age of 
sixteen years, and whoever procures or, having under his control a 
person under sixteen years of age, permits such person to be employed 
in violation of the provisions of sections fifty-six or fifty-seven of this 
act, shall for each offense be punished by a fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment for not more 
than thirty days; and whoever continues to employ a person under 
sixteen years of age in violation of the provisions of either of said 
sections, after being notified thereof by a school attendance officer or 
by an inspector appointed by the state board of labor and industries, 
shall for every day thereafter while such employment continues be 
punished by a fine of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment for not more than sixty days; and whoever 
forges, or procures to be forged, or assists in forging a certificate of 
birth or other evidence of the age of such person, and whoever pre- 
sents or assists in presenting a forged certificate or evidence of birth 
to the superintendent of schools or to a person authorized by law to 
issue certificates, for the purpose of fraudulently obtaining the em- 
ployment certificate required by this act, shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten nor more than five hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. Whoever, being authorized to sign an employment certificate, 
knowingly certifies to any materially false statement therein shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more than two hundred 
dollars. Whoever, without authority, alters an employment certificate 
after the same is issued shall be punished by a fine of ten dollars. 
[Approved March 17, 1915.] 


CHAPTER 81. ACTS OF 1915. 
An Act Relative to School Attendance and to the Employment of Minors. 


Section 1. Section one of chapter forty-four of the Revised Laws, 
is hereby further amended so as to read as follows:—Section 1. Every 
child between seven and fourteen years of age., every child under 
sixteen years of age who does not possess such ability to read, write 
and spell in the English language as is required for the completion of 
the fourth grade of the public schools of the city or town in which he 
resides, and every child under sixteen years of age who has not received 
an employment certificate as provided in this act and is not engaged 
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in some regular employment or business for at least six hours per day 
or has not the written permission of the superintendent of schools of 
the city or town in which he resides to engage in profitable employment 
at home, shall attend a public day school in said city or town or some 
other day school approved by the school committee, during the entire 
time the public schools are in session, subject to such exceptions as 
are provided for in sections four, five and six of this chapter and in 
section three of chapter forty-two of the Revised Laws, as amended 
by chapter four hundred and thirty-three of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and two, and by chapter five hundred and thirty- 
seven of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eleven; but such 
attendance shall not be required of a child whose physical or mental 
condition is such as to render attendance inexpedient or impracticable, 
or who is being otherwise instructed in a manner approved in advance 
by the superintendent of schools or the school committee. The super- 
intendent of schools or teachers in so far as authorized by said superin- 
tendent or by the school committee, may excuse cases of necessary 
absence for other causes not exceeding seven day sessions or fourteen 
half-day sessions in any period of six months. For the purpoes of 
this section, school committees shall approve a private school only 
when the instruction in all the studies required by law is in the English 
language, and when they are satisfied that such instruction equals in 
thoroughness and efficiency, and in the progress made therein, the 
instruction in the public schools in the same city or town; but they 
shall not refuse to approve a private school on account of the religious 
teaching therein. : 

Section 2. Every person having under his control a child as 
described in section one shall cause him to attend school as therein 
required, and, if he fails for seven day sessions or fourteen half-day 
sessions within any period of six months while suca control obtains, 
to cause such child so to attend school, he shall, upon complaint by an 
attendance officer and conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not 
more than twenty dollars, and no physical or mental condition which is 
capable of correction, or which renders the child a fit subject for 
special instruction at public charge in institutions other than public 
day schools, shall avail as defence under the provisions of this or the 
preceding section, unless it shall be made to appear that the defendant 
has employed all reasonable measures for the correction of the con- 
dition and the suitable instruction of the child. 

Whoever induces or attempts to induce a child to absentt himself 
unlawfully from school, or employs or harbors a child while school is 
fn session, shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more 
than fifty dollars. [Approved March 18, 1915.] 
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CHAPTER 197. ACTS OF 1915. 
An Act Relative to the Retirement System for Public School Teachers. 


Section 1. Section five of chapter eight hundred and thirty-two of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred and thirteen, is hereby amended 
by adding thereto the following new paragraph:—(4) Members of the. 
retirement association, established by chapter five hundred and thirty- 
two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eleven, as amended, 
who enter the service of the public schools shall have the full amount 
of their contributions, together with such interest as shall have been 
accrued thereon, transferred by the treasurer of the commonwealth to 
the annuity fund established by paragraph (2) of this section, and 
these amounts shall thereby become a part of their assessments. 

Section 2. Section six of said chapter eight hundred and thirty- 
two is hereby amended by adding thereto the following new para- 
graph:—-(7) In determining the retirement allowance of a member of 
the teachers’ retirement association who prior to the first day of June, 
nineteen hundred and twelve, had been regularly employed by the 
commonwealth, credit shall be given in the manner provided for by 
paragraph (5) of this section, for all such periods of employment 
rendered prior to the first day of June, nineteen hundred and twelve: 
provided, however, that this paragraph shall not apply to any person 
becoming a member of the teachers’ retirement association, after the 
first day of July, nineteen hundred and fifteen, who, at the time of 
entering the service of public schools, was not a member of the retire- 
ment association established by chapter five hundred and thirty-two of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eleven.
